Foz 
Judas betraped his maiſter by couetyle as touch fiz 
ge his humanpte / and we dayly as touch nge his 
diupnite / in lykewile as Judas ſtale the goodes of 
pooꝛe men to gyue vnto his wyte and chyldꝛen. In 
Iykewiſle do many ofthe holy chyꝛche. Judas for all 
thefermons that Jelus made he wold neuer rekray 
ne krom his vycious lyuyng!

And Fetus anſwered it ſuffyceth.to lygniky pthe té 
poraii [werde was in the gydinge of laynt Peter / 
pᷣ (pprituall alſo. but the tepoʒall iwerde whicheler 
ueth for the execucyon coꝛpoꝛall and moꝛtall / ought 
to be exercyled by the tẽpoꝛall and ſeculer pꝛynces / 
by the authozite ok iuſtyce and not of crucite ne ven⸗ 
geaũce. He Hall perylſhe with l Werde after the ſen⸗ 
tence ot Jelus / that he ſhall deſerue dethe. but alas 
ho we mplerable was the departyng of Jelus and 
of his apoſtles: what is p tonge which can expꝛeſle 
pour in ward ſoꝛowe Lohan ve durſt not fap far well 
vnto pour maiſter / but as dilmaped fledde a ſondꝛe 
ſome here lome there.
